Is Judged Valid 
By Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—UP)— 
The supreme court today upheld 
the 1949 federal rent control act. 


The 8-0 ruling overturned a de- 
cision by U. S. District 
Court 
Judge Elwyn R. Shaw in Chicago 
that the act was Invalid. 


The decision was announced in-a 


brief order which cited an earlier 
supreme court ruling in a rent 
control case. 


Justice Douglas took no part In 
todays' decision, 


A "local option" section of the 
rent control act lets states and cit- 
ies set up their own rent controls 
and also to end them. Shaw de- 
clared this amounted to an 
un- 
constitutional delegation of power 
by cong*»33. 


He said congress would not have 
passed the 1949 law without the 
section and ruled, therefore, that 
the entire act was unconstitu- 
tional. 


In a separate case earlier this 
month a special three-judge court 
for the District of Columbia up- 
held validity of the local optlpn 
section.- That ruling was given In 
a test case brought by Mrs. Edith 
Shtmek of Milwaukee.

Claude was In charge of the air- 
liner in Its flight from New York, 
It was en route td Mexico City. 
Robert W. Chrlap, chairman of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board of In- 
quiry, recessed the hearing for an 
hour and a half to allow Claude 
time to recover. 


Claude had testified for an hour 
under the questlonlnp of W.

when the 52-year-old veteran of 32 
years of flying broke down. 


The pilot traced In minute detail 
all phases of the flight from New 
York to Dallas.

The 1950 census can't rob Texas 


of its wide open spaces, but it prob- 
ably will destroy many illusions. 


One popular -conception 
which 
will undergo some change Is that 
of the "typical Texan." 
In magazine stories, on calendars, 
on canned-good labels, you've seen 
him. 


He weara 
cowboy boots, .and 
sometimes spurs. From out of a 
weather-beaten face he looks with 
narrowed eyes at his cattle. 
It's sad, but your typical Texan 
is more likely to be an oil field 
worker, or even an insurance clerk 
whose wide open space is the back 
yard of his 'suburban cottage,. 


There's a disheartening blow In 
store, too, for the unmarried miss 
who.comes to Texas seeking a man. 


For 
the 
first 
time, 
federal 
census Is likely to show Texas has 
as many womn eas men. 
It was different back In 1920 
Then there, were 106.9 men for ev- 
ery 100 women! In 1930 th.e ratio 
was 103.8 men to 100 women. In 
1940 it wax down to 100.9 to 100. 
Whether the obvious trend has 
continued—whether there are .now 
more women than men in Texas- 
only the census bureau figures will 
Show, 
The war gave jet speed to rural- 
to-urban population 
shift 
which 


was, already underway. 
In 1930 only 41 per cent of Texas' 


population lived in urban areas— 
cities of 2,500 and more. By 1940 
the 
figure had risen to 5.4 per 
cent. 


There Is no positive data on the 
change 
since. But there -Is evi- 


dence—In the booming cities and 
the quiescent rural areas—that the 
trend has quickened greatly, 
What it means Is that the Lone 
Star State, though still a cattle and 
crop area, has become Industrial- 
ized, • 


Maslve population shifts to ac- 


commodate the mushroom growth

vantages of Texas—and have mov- 
ed from the Industrial East. 
But most of all there was th*

tion granted the Foundation when

Treasury 
reports 
have 


shown a reduction in public 
holdings of series E savings 
bonds this fall. These are 
the bonds in small denomi- 
nations, sold at three-fourths 
of maturity value, intended 
primarily for small invest- 
ors. The series E bond was 
introduced in 1941 as a war 
bond, and since then 
has 


proved 
steadily 
popular. 


But in September and Octo- 
ber sales were less than 
redemptions. 
Budget Bureau people are 


said to be studying plans to 
stimulate the sales of these 
bonds again. It is also re- 
ported that there are some 
financial experts who think 
that the government ought 
to give up the E bonds, rath- 
er than make a new invest- 
ment in their sale. But there 
are good reasons for keep- 
ing the E bonds, aside from 
the fact that

reliable 


source of cash. 
These savings bonds have 


lived up to their name, for 
they have encouraged peo- 
ple with small incomes to es- 
tablish regular plans of sav- 
ing, and to keep a certain 
amount of savings intact, 
through ordinary variations 
in circumstance, as a safe- 
guard for the future.

FEWER GOOD BOOKS 


There is a new and not 


altogether satisfactory trend 
in Americna publishing. Ac- 
cording to statements in the 
trade's official organ, the 
Publishers' Weekly, the ten- 
dency is now to issue fewer 
books, and more copies of 
those which they do put out. 
A book is not likely now to 
see daylight unless a pub- 
lisher believes that it will 
sell to the extent of 5,000 
copies. A manuscript whose 
purchasers will hardly ex- 
ceed 1,000 will ordinarily be 
published only if the author 
pays for it. 


The practical reason for 
this is easily seen. Publish- 
ers, too, must eat. The trou- 
ble with this state of affairs 
is that the books which suf- 
fer may be. volumes of per- 
manent worth. The books is- 
sued in large quantities are 
most often popular novels, 
and the more 
elementary 


manuals on practical 
sub- 


jects. Even university press- 
es, which have a natural in- 
clination in favor 
of real 


contributions to 
learning,

ager, agriculture department, Sec- 
ond National Bank of Houston. 
"This would produce a great ca- 
lamity." 
He addressed the Navarro Coun- 


ty "Agricultural Workers Associa- 
tion, which held a dinner-meeting 
In the Navarro Hotel Cactus Room. 
The group clewed W. H. Butler, 
vocational agricultural Instructor 
;here, as president for i960, suc- 
'ceedlng Oslo Cauble. 


• Assistant County Agent Curtis 
HenderCon was elected vice presi- 
dent; Bob Clicque, ACA admlnls- 
•trator, was named secretary and 
treasurer. 
A former teacher and soil con- 


'• servatlonlst, Dawson spoke 
on 


"The Reforestation of America," 


" emphasizing the; Importance of 
•' faith, freedom and security." 


"We must believe in the various 
agencies," he declared. "Business 
•'In America is built on faith—not 
natural resources. Faith in indus- 
try and the business empire is 
'built on faith in our fellow man. 
', "When vou help the farmer and 


. 
rancher, you are helping our busi- 
ness in Houston, New York 
and 


everywhere." 
Dawson advised the agrklcultur- 
ral workers to leave their posts if 
Ithey had no Interest or faith > in 
.their work. 
' , "The freedom we keep In Am- 
'i erica la due to our faith In one 
f another," he said, adding that 
J faith and freedom bring about 
J security. 


Dawson explained that critics of

Armstrong, and Seton Holsey of 
the county attorney's office: 
In future elections, according 


to Jacobs, residents of the newly 
annexed areas will vote at their 
regular boxes, 18 and 41, In county 
and stat8 elections, but in city 
elections will vote in the city wards 
recently set by city ordinances. 
In city elections, those residing 


In the west area south of Fourth 
avenue will vote at the city hall, 
and those residing In the west 
area north of Fourth avenue will 
vote at the court house.

Of Unemployed 
Running Short 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—OP>—A 


rapid rise in the number of un- 
employed workera exhausting job- 
less benefit rights Is causing grow- 
ing concern among government 
officials. 
Latest figures compiled by the 
labor department's bureau of em- 
ployment security show about BOO-, 
000 persons ran out of their rights 
to .further unemployment compens- 
ation payments during the July- 
September quarterly periods 


Thes are persons who still didn't 
have jobs after running through 
all the unemployment 
Insurance 


payments they were entitled to. 
The number of weeks of benefits 
varies from state to state. 


• Employment has been gaining 
lately, 
and 
unemployment 
has 


been decreasing, so some of the 
people out of work in the July- 
September periods may now ; have 
found Jobs. However, unemploy- 
ment In November was estimated 
by the census bureau to be 3,409,000 
aa compared with 1,881,000 in No- 
vember 1948. The November 1949 
employment figure was 59,518,000. 


The 500,000 figure <is more than 


double the 216,000 exhaustions of 
the July-September quarter a year 
ago. 
The big question Is this:- What 


happens to workers once they run 
through all their 
jobless insur- 


ance benefits? The, bureau of em- 
ployment security has asked state 
employment officers to try- to find 
out.
